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For as long as I can remember, I have 
been a proud agenda-holding student. 
There was something both reassuring 
and rewarding about penciling in an 
appointment or highlighting an exam 
date in a hard-copy weekly planner. 
My friends would laugh at me as I jot- 
ted in various assignment dates in my 
trusty filoflax. Despite its snazzy pur- 
ple-leather cover, I have repeatedly 
been told that my personal organizer 
is "un-cool", "outdated", and, most of- 
fensively, "ugly". And so, with trepida- 
tion and sorrow in my heart, I opened 
up iCal on my Apple laptop just to see 
what it was like. Now, for the non- 
Apple users in the Faculty, iCal is a per- 
sonal calendar application that tracks 
events and appointments and allows 
multiple calendar views so users can 
quickly identify when they are free 
and avoid scheduling conflicts. More 
specifically, iCal empowers the user to 
designate different colours to different 
categories of obligations. A visual re- 
presentation of January, for instance, 
might look like a fruit bowl of yellow 
dots for class time, orange dots for 
meetings, and red dots for dentist ap- 
pointments. 

It took me approximately five seconds 
to become obsessed with iCal. At first, 
my interest in the application was 
quite normal and healthy. I selected 
five different colours — one for each 
class — and inserted assignments in 
accordance with my selected colours. 
After finishing up with my classes, I de- 
cided it couldn't hurt to throw in a 
"Miscellaneous" category for applica- 
tion deadlines and random due dates 
that did not fit in any specific class 
grouping. Alright, I'm at 6 colours. Not 
too bad. After the "Miscellaneous" in- 
sertion, however, I think I started to 



descend into a pathological zone of ca- 
lendarizing. I added a seventh colour 
for various Quid obligations. An eighth 
colour for "Gym Classes" I wanted to 
attend on a weekly basis and a ninth 
colour for "Dinners and Social Obliga- 
tions". By the end of my initial iCal 
session, my calendar life looked like a 
psychedelic reincarnation of the 
measles. Quite frankly, I looked so 
overscheduled that I became physi- 
cally nauseous and had to quickly exit 
iCal. 

I felt congested — the debilitating im- 
mobility one feels when sitting on the 
Decarie expressway at 5 p.m. on a Fri- 
day. It has been estimated that the 
average Canadian will spend the equi- 
valent of 32 working days annually sit- 
ting in traffic. How much time, 
however, does the average Canadian 
spend in mind traffic — i.e., the self- 
inflicted, unproductive, unhealthful, 
overscheduling of one's life? As law 
students, we are keenly aware of the 
challenge that is time management. 
Indeed, it often feels like there aren't 
enough hours in the day to complete 
assigned readings, fulfill extracurricu- 
lar obligations, go to the gym, eat, 
sleep, and engage in conversation with 
non-law school friends. Before ente- 
ring this Faculty, I received multiple 
books on how to succeed in law school 
(they were allegedly "gifts"). One 
book, appropriately titled, How to Suc- 
ceed in Law School, had the following 
words of advice for a first year law stu- 
dent with respect to time manage- 
ment: 

Time management is the most perva- 
sive problem you will encounter in law 
school... What you must do is hire your- 
self as a law student. Get out of the 



student mentality and think of your 
job as attaining a legal education. 
Make the commitment to yourself that 
you will spend a minimum of some 
specified number of hours per week 
over the next 33 months. Give yourself 
two weeks vacation per year and ap- 
propriate holidays, but otherwise go 
to work every day as a law student. 
And pay yourself. Once a month, re- 
ward yourself with some treat as com- 
pensation for doing your job. Your pay 
might be something esoteric, like din- 
ner and a movie [.] 

Aside from the fact that I have no idea 
why going to dinner and a movie is 
"esoteric", I find this advice inade- 
quate. I do not see the value in preten- 
ding to hire myself. I do, however, 
agree that time management is the 
most pervasive problem in law school. 

I have come to learn that when I over- 
schedule myself, the time I devote to 
each respective activity is often insuf- 
ficient. Consequently, I have since re- 
moved two categories from my /Co/; I 
have also come to the realization that 
scheduling social obligations alongside 
assignments transforms what is sup- 
posed to be an enjoyable dinner with 
a friend into a chore. Furthermore, I 
have decided that I am not yet ready 
to dispose of my trusty paperback 
agenda; instead, I now transcribe all 
obligations into both my virtual and 
handheld calendars. Indeed, as per the 
advice of the SAO, I am backing up my 
work.

McGill Walksafe 

This is the service I headed in under- 
grad, so I've always had a soft spot for 
them.

About the film : 

Every spring, China's cities are plunged into chaos 
as 130 million migrant workers travel back to 
their home villages for the New Year's holiday.
